The cultivation of tobacco in the 
Unlteil Htutos has become so extensive 
as to emhruf'e forty-two Wtati-w und Ter- 
ritorlcH, which pr<Htuce un unnuid cn>p 
of at least three hundred million pounds, 
valued at over forty million dolton. 
Therefor^ It to ef the greatest Impor- 
Unoe to know how to ratoe and prepare 
it tor market wHh the leaat pomibto ex- 
pense. The varieties are so great and 
Hoil und climate ho varied thut it Mill l>e 
impimsihle, in this short article, lo give 
iletailtsi accounts of manai;eiilent, and 
we will ouly make some general eug* 
geetlons whieb HMy be of esrvSee to the 
thlnktag ptoater. 

After traveling to Che pilncipal tobac- 
co districts In the riilted States, and 
making clone observations for two yeurs 
past, We l»elieve tiiat toliueeo, with skill- 
eil culture and iimnugement, is the 
most paying cr ip grown, and a |sNir 
crop if on unsuitoble ground, badly cul- 
tivated, badly cored and

lin|)ortant thut you have giMHt s^hm) for 
sowing. In onler to ws tire this here- 
after, u few of the curliest und l^est 
plauts lu the bed should tte transplanted 
in some fovored spot and carefUUy cul- 
tivated for eeed. Just betore fhist poll 
otr an the pods that are not rip6 and 
cut the otbere with part of Htalk; hang 
up in some dry place. When the stalk 
to dry rub out the m-ciI uml plutr tliem 
In some close vessel where uo dampness 
can rsaeh them. 

PLANT-BEU8. 

In selecting a place for plaut-UnU, he 
sure to Hvlei't a warm, rich IdlUide, pro- 
tected hy tiuilier, if poeeible. Never 
ut*e wet or cold lau<ltf. After selts>;ing, 
during a dry time, fhwn Deoember to 
the mkbtte of March, bom your grauiid 
well with waod or hcjivy brush, so as to 
kill the weed or grass seeils. Ttie earlier 
you cun hum it llie hotter, lait 1 have 
known rtne planbi ralnetl when sown 
theluAiof April. Commercial fertilizers 
are much lietter for plaut-k>eds than 
stable manure, as they contain no grase 
seeds. Iwoahl advise tea to Hfteen 
pouadiof Weaieiiead tobaeoo grower 
to ten yards square. After sowing the 
tertlllaer make the bed thoroughly fine 
by repeated dmpplngs and rukiugi«; 
then sow your seed with a little dirt or 
ister (gy|Mum ». Trump your setsi iii 
by geliig book and forth over the bed 
until yea gat it perfectly smooth. Somit 
wblptbeaaedtoeriakeltUabt^. Ta- 
baccoeeed reqtiire bat llttto covering. 
If covered too deep they aevergWl* 
iiate. Then cover over tlie bad with 
tine brush or straw, to protect the young 
plants from front and keep the Innl 
moist. Sometimes ii is luvessary t4i 
force plants lu time to make them large 
enough to set out. Thto cuu be done by 
using a relUbto ibftlliaer. 1 have known 
many used, but none with more success 
than the Homestead. The usuul way 
uf iiHlng it is to sow utNiut tliree to live, 
or even ten |M>iiiid-i can !«■ us*h1 uii [kxit 
lauds, on yuur pUuts, hut 1 would cau- 
tion the planter not to upply when the 
planto are wet with rain or (tow.

riie m}\\ liest suilml for cutting lf*af or 
White Hurley, as it to called, as well as 
all yellow tobaceoe, » a grVi Mabto 
N >ll, frmb ttw the torsetfOrlMigovt of 
cultivation, with dry, |>orouH suIhoII; 
but this In not universal, as tlic color Is 
larg.'ly owing l(» tie- niaini. r of curing. 
In lilt' (Jreen river ilisiriri in Kentucky 
und part of TeniiesHee, where they raise 
a rich, heavy, close clay subsoil. All 
grades of tobacco to usually Improved 
by the Ufte of a reliable fertili/"r. 

If the furnier wishes to raise White 
Hurley lit- rail rais.* it on poorer laiuls, 
*ir csp, ei lily on liis old fields l»y its use, 
thereliy ni.iking a rich, silky, bright 
yellow totuiceo, with small stenos, laying 
off* bU rows three and a half feet apart, 
scattering the fertUiier or manure to the 
row, then throwing a light fbrrow on It, 
planting bto tobacco on top of thf ridge, 
or sometimes the fertilizer is not ap- 
plied until the plant is set, scitieiing 
it around the plant, chopping in with 
llie hoe. This tohacoo is usually set ou^ 
in the row sixteen to twenty inohee 
apart, never priming It, and toppli^ it 
ftom sixteen to twenty toavea. Oon* 
menoe eultivatton aa aoon as the plant 
begins to eover the hill; wheiher gr.t^sy 
or not, continue to stir the gr umd with 
plow u:id hoe a^ lou;; you can get 
through it well wiihout breaking thtf 
leuves, using shorti'r siugletre*>s it 
uilvanoes in slxe. When the ptonU are 
too large to plow, use only hoee to keep 
the weeils and gras4 down. 

Tin* plow should not he used Ititcr 
than ahoiit the flr-tt of AugU'«l,ai plow- 
ing lute keep.') the tobacco green too 
long aud cau^ ii to cure up a dark 
color. Never work tobaooo after It ba> 
giaatogMto ar ripen. Of lato years 
most farmers cttt their tobeooo before H 
geU ripe, fjet It stand and yellow In 
the Held if Jack Krott will let y tu. t»r If 
you liave used stalile manure it will tke 
liahle to Iturii, a.H it is railed. Tliis to 
obviated hy using a reliuhle fertilizer. 
If you check otF your lund, as Is usual 
in the Ureen river and Ctorksvllto dto- 
tilct, my advice to to ecattera toble- 
spoonfhl In the check, chopping It In 
well with the soli when you make your 
hill. If it is mvis^Hiahle this will make 
yon u g»>od crop on p hmd, hut if the 
manure is not frittered, If the 

manure to not well scattered, If the eea* 
son to verv wet, It will cause your U> 
baeeo to run up tobtoet and make the 
leaves too narrow; or If It to too dry R 

makes your toha » mature t<H) early. 

This mctlhHl of using it will usually 
take one huudrtsl |HMmds to the acre. 
Hut Ihe best and surest way to use ma- 
nure of any kind is to .s()W It broadcillt, 
hut It will require about two ar ihree 
timae more than using H to the hlO. 

A small quantity of fertlllKer can be 
us«d In the hill on very rich ground, or 
even new ground.

lu curing siiippiug leaf let it remain 
ontheaMrffold or in ihe harn thrive or 
Ibur days, or until it Lieglus to y«fllow. 
Then make slow flres of logs, so arranged 
as to bhue but little. Hoosebum or rot 
is caused by overcrowding In the bam. 
Sturt tires at once In this case. After 
the ieuvee ure well curetl, lucreasc the 
hcut until you cure Ihe stems. 

I cuuuut now s.(y more. There are 
yet many didlculties to eniM»untcr in 
stripping, sortiug, bulking aad prixliig. 
To become a euccessfbl tobacco ptonter 
requires a large shara of pluck, energyi 
patience, watchfbluess, perseverance 
autl skill, and if vou have this, no cr«>p 
will pay l»etter. Tiie above sugKe^tions 
are gathertnl from luy own i xpeiieiice 
aud ubaervaUoB, as well as valuable 
treatises on lehimcii, sent out by the 
OaaenU Qoveraatont and agiloiil(affal 
societtoe of dlflbMnt 8talaa.
